HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE WEDDING DAY OF OUR KING 
AND QUEEN.—The bells of Windsor were 
rung last Sunday in celebration cf the thirty-eighth 
anniversary of the marriage of the King and 

Queen. Their Majesties, with Princess Victoria, the Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall and York, and Prince and 
Princess Charles of Denmark, attended Divine service in 
the morning at the Chapel Royal, St. James's. Princess 
Louise (Duchess of Fife), with the Duke of Fife, lunched 
with Their Majesties, who, accompanied by Princess 
Victoria and Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, 
dined with the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York 
at York House on Sunday evening. 


The King held a Privy Council at Marlborough House 
on Saturday last, when a number of members of the late 
Queen’s Privy Council were re-sworn. His Majesty also 
performed the old ceremony of pricking for Sheriffs. 


His Majesty was pleased, at the Privy Council on 
Batu day, to signify his approval of the appointment of 
His Royal Highness Prince Charles of Denmark to be an 
honorary Lieutenant in His Majesty's Navy. 


Тһе Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York were present last Saturday afternoon at the 
christening of the infant daughter of the Hon. Derek 
and Mis. Keppel in the Chapel Royal, St. James's Palace, 
and Their Royal Highnesses stood as sponsors.

Great Fire Near London Bridge.—4A disastrous 
fire, which handicapped the flremen in ап extraordinary 
manner, and was attended by many exciting incidents, broke 
out on Saturday morning in the large hop-warehouse of 
Messrs. Horsley and Co., at the corner of Mellor Street and 
Fenning Street. 


Mellor Street and Fenning Street are narrow 
thoroughfares, with very small and old two-storey dwell- 
ings facing the hop-warehouses. There was a great deal 
of excitement and dismay among the occupants when they 
saw the blaze so close to them. Water flooded their 
premises, soaking through the roofs and bringing down 
the ceilings, and at one time was knee-deep on the ground- 
floors, which are on a lower 1 vel than the street. As soon, 
however, as the people could be got out they were collected 
in a school-room at the back, which was opened for them 
by Father Butler, Roman Catholic priest, who also thought- 
fully provided tea for the women, 


Commander Wells directed the efforts of the fire- 
men. Fortunately the flames were gue from spread- 
ing to any great extent. From the first, however, the ho: 
warehouse was doomed. 'lhe place blazed furiously until, 
between eleven and twelve o'clock, wall after wall col 
bringing down the roof, The greater part of the débris 
fell into Mellor Street, and quite choked it for a time, for 
with the ruins of the building came down an immense 
number of pockets of hops, which formed one huge heap 
extending across the narrow roadway. 


Four Firemen had an exceedingly narrow escape 
from being crushed to death. When the wali facing Mellor 
Street fell over, bringing part of the roof with it, the 
mason’ struck one of the small houses, completely 
demolishing the whole of the top part. The four firemen 
who were on the roof at the time were unable to save 
themselves, and fell with the ruins, in which they were 
almost completely buried. No time was lost in extricating 
them, and, under the belief that they were either dead or 
seriously injured, they were hurried off to Guy's Hospital— 
some ten minutes’ walk away. There, however, it was 
found that they were suffering mainly from shock ; other- 
wise their injuries were remarkably slight. 


The Destruction Of Property was very great. 
The hop - warehouse seemed quite destroyed, but after 
the fire was overcome nothing could be seen of the 
ground-floor, as the ruins were deeply covered in hops up 
to the second storey, Very extensive damage was done to 
the small tenement property in both streets, mainly by the 
the water, {with which most of the houses were flooded, 
Nothing could be ascertained as to the cause of the out- 
break, All Sunday crowds of people went to see the ruins, 
which presented а most unusual appearance. Тһе street 
was still blocked, only а tortuous footpath, which had been. 
made throuzh the débris, existing to allow the residents to 
pass to and from their houses. 


A Hear: Appreciation of Christian De Wet as a
